The J(?0m of 
liberty will then be adapted to the state-political structure and atmos- 
phere in Contral-^irope, Thedscisive factor would be the o quality of 
rights. This means: If a Central -European or Aj^i-EJupopean confederation 
is to be created the Slovaks will glady join this oor.federation - also ; 
if thereby they would lobe .certeiin rights of sovereignty. However, if 
Central- resp. Western ^wope should be ..composed of a system gf national 
states then the Slovakian people could not give up the attributes of an 
independent state. A subordination of the ^lovakian people to the 'Czechs
